WASHINGTON (AP) - 
From 
the 
standpoint 
of 
severity, 1974 is shaping up as 
possibly the worst tornado 
year in American history. 
U . S . 
g o v e r n m e n t 
w eath erm en 
blam e 
the 
n u m e ro u s 
tw iste rs 
on 
especially capricious antics of 
one of the two high-altitude 
“ je t 
streams” 
that 
help 
control America’s weather. 
In response to queries 
from The Associated Press, 
the forecasters said: 


—There 
have 
been 371 
deaths 
and 
possibly 
5,000 
injuries so far this year from 
658 twisters that have struck 
in all but 14 states, causing 
losses in property, crops and 
a n i m a l s 
u n o f f i c i a l l y 
estimated at close to $500 
million. The death toll so far 
is the worst since the 450 
recorded for the same span in 
1953. 
—Numerically, 
the 
1974 


total 
of 
tornadoes 
could 
exceed last year’s new record 
of 1,109—a total that led the 
U .S. 
N a tio n a l 
W eather 
Service to call 1973 ‘‘The Year 
of the Tornado.” The only 
hope 
that 
the 
numerical 
record w on’t be exceeded lies 
in the fact that the peak 
months for tornadoes—April, 
M ay 
a n d 
J u n e —have 
essentially passed. 
But meteorologist Allen 
Pearson, 
director 
of 
the 
Weather Service’s National 
Severe 
S to rm s 
Forecast 
Center at Kansas City, Mo. 
says 
th a t 
even 
if 
the 
numerical record of last year 
is not exceeded, many of this 
year’s tornadoes have been 


“ a lot more severe” than 
those of last year. Pearson 
said they may be the worst 
of all years past, although 
comparisons with prior years 
are not yet complete. 
‘‘For example, on April 3 


this year—the worst single 
tornado 
day 
so 
far 
this 
century, 
with 
93 
storms 
rep o rted 
—tornadoes 
cut 
pathways totaling 2,000 miles 
long in 14 states. 
‘‘That compares—on just 
a single day, remember—with 
a pathway of 5,300 miles last 
year for 1,109 tornadoes in all 
but four states for the entire 
year.” For all of 1972, he said, 
the tornado pathway from 
740 tornadoes was 2,400 miles. 
‘‘To put it another way, 
the average tornado in 1974 
has been running for 10 miles 
on 
the 
ground—compared 
with about five miles last 
year. And the worst tornado 
from that standpoint so far 
this year—the one that struck 
Guin, Ala., on April 3—ran 
for about 150 miles on the 
ground,” Pearson said. 
He added these figures: 
—The death toll is 371 this 
year, compared with 65 for 
the 
same 
period 
in 
1973, 


which had a total death toll 
of 87. 
—So far in 1974, the only 
states that have not had 
tornadoes are: Alaska, Utah, 
R h o d e 
I s l a n d 
a n d 
Washington— the only ones 
to 
escape 
last 
year—plus 
C o n n e c tic u t, 
D elaw are, 
M a s s a c h u s e tts , 
M aine, 
Montana, New Hampshire, 
New 
M exico, 
Vermont, 
Oregon and Wyoming. 
Pearson said the April 3 
tragedy—and 
the 
unusual 
n u m b e r 
o f 
t w i s t e r s 
throughout the spring—were 
caused mainly by the unusual 
a n tic s 
o f 
th e 
socalled 
“ sub-tropical 
jet 
stream,” 
one of two undulating rivers 
o f 
ra p id ly 
moving 
air, 
hundreds of miles wide and 
20,000 feet deep that whirl 
e a s t w a r d 
a ro u n d 
the 
northern hemisphere at an 
altitude of five to nine miles. 
The sub-tropical jet — 
along with a much more 


northerly 
one 
called 
the 
poplar jet — control, among 
other things, the pattern and 
direction of the hemisphere’s 
storm 
tracks, 
intermittent 
areas of low pressure that 
ten d 
to 
produce 
story 
weather. 
“ O r d i n a r l y , 
t h e 
sub-tropical jet is dormant in 
the winter and early spring, 
w h i l e 
t h e 
p o la r 
je t 
predominates 
in 
the 
late 
spring 
and 
early 
fall,” 
Pearson said. 
“ Sometimes, 
both 
are 
going at the same time — 
especially in the spring — 
but, 
by 
summertime, 
the 
sub-tropical one usually has 
pooped out. 
“ T he 
sub-tropical 
jet 
began 
behaving 
strangely 
early last year ... ‘‘And, this 
year, it acted more like a 
will-o-the wisp. That is early 
in the year, it was weaker 
than normal. Then, in April 
it revived and thus — with 


both jet-streams ver active 
across the entire country — 
t h i s 
p r o d u c e d 
th e 
u n p re c e d e n te d 
A pril 
3 
o u tb re a k 
of 
tornadoes,” 
Pearson said. 


He added: 
“ Then, 
the sub-tropical 
jet weakend for awhile — and 
May was quiet for a time. 
But, just when we thought 


we were out of the woods, 
the jet revived once more — 
producing tornadoes in parts 
of Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Kansas. ” 


Pearson said scientists do 
n o t 
know 
what 
causes 
changes in the jet stream’s 
behavior but, “ that’s one of 
the things on which we hope 
to get further information 
during the great cooperative 
study 
of 
global 
weather 
currently under way by the 
United States and some 70 
other nations.”

Burlison urges Congressional frugality

Rep. Bill D. Burlison said 
today 
in 
discussing 
new 
legislation 
which 
is 
now 
awaiting 
signature 
of 
the 
President. 
In 
remarks before 
the 
Cape Girardeau Rotary Club 
at its noon meeting, Burlison 
discussed the evolution of 
th e 
Presidential 
budget 
system and the impact of the 
new legislation which is the 


Congress’s effort to have a 
greater say in formulating 
and carrying out the federal 
budget. 
Burlison said the budget 
bill 
provides 
tools 
and 
mechanisms that can result in 
r e d u c e d 
govern m en t 
spending and/or reduction in 
th e 
p e re n n ial 
spending 
deficit. He said early in each 
session 
Congress 
willl 
be 
required 
to 
set 
“target” 
figures for spending, revenues 
and public debt. Then the 
Appropriations 
Committee* 
will do its work with the 
target figures in mind. 
The next step will be to 


require Congress to reconcile 
the target figures and actual 
appropriations, when there 
are differences be ween them. 
Burlison feels this mechanism 
will 
make the actions of 
Congress, 
with 
respect to 
spending and collection of 
revenues, more visible to the 
public. 
Several times during the 
year the members will have 
to 
specifically 
vote 
for 
decreasing appropriations or 
increasing taxes, or in the 
a lte rn a tiv e , 
approve 
an 
increase in the public debt. 
Under present law, the 
Cape 
Girardeau 
Democrat 


pointed 
out that Congress 
merely 
enacts 
about 
15 
separate appropriations bills 
with no limitations or guides 
o th e r 
th an 
suggestions 
contained in the President’s 
budget 
and 
then 
usually 
about once a year votes an 
increase in the public debt 
ceiling. 
“ I hope the new system 
w o rk s,” 
B urlison 
said, 
“because 
I 
feel 
excessive 
government spending plays 
an important role in fanning 
thè fires of inflation and is a 
contributing factor to the 
public loss of confidence in 
government.”

matters, at a hearing it has 
already scheduled for July 8. 
The main questions to be 
argued by attorneys at that 
time are: 
—Whether the President is 
entitled to claim executive 
privilege in connection with 
W hite 
House 
tapes 
and 
docum ents 
which 
special 
prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
seeks 
for 
the 
Watergate 
cover-up trial. 
—Whether the Watergate 
grand jury had the power to 
name the President as an 
unindicted co-conspirator. 
Nixon had sought access 
to the grand jury’s evidence,

Cancer, 
heart 
disease, 
stroke, diabetes and chronic 
illness were areas in which 
the 
Scott 
County 
Health 
Center 
rendered 
nursing 
services during 1973. 
Home visits were made to 
patients on written orders 
from private physicians, and 
nursing 
services 
were 


performed 
in 
the 
home. 
These 
included 
surgical 
dressings, 
irrigations 
and 
changing of catheters, care of 
pressure sores, and general 
nursing 
supervision 
and 
teaching. 
Surgical 
dressings 
were 
assem b led , 
placed 
in 
packages which contained all 
materials needed for a single 
dressing and sterilized at the 
health 
department. 
The 
wrapped packages were taken 
to the home of the patienA in 


the amount required. 
Expensive rolls of gauze 
and cellulose, bed pads and 
patterns for making cancer 
dressing were all furnished by 
the Missouri Cancer Society. 
Many women’s clubs and 
church 
groups 
made 
the 
cancer dressings and brought 
them 
to 
the 
health 
department to be distributed 
to persons needing them. 
The cancer society also 
fu rn ish ed 
money 
for 
transportation 
to 
Ellis 


Fischel State Cancer Hospital 
in 
Columbia 
when 
the 
patients were unable to pay 
their own way. This was 
arranged through the health 
department. 
The public health nurses 
worked directly under the 
written 
orders 
of 
the 
patients’ physicians for heart 
d isease 
and' 
stro k e . 
Sometimes, 
direct 
nursing 
care, 
such 
as 
ordered 
medication adminktered by 
injections, was given. Vital 


signs (blood pressure, pulse, 
respiration) 
were checked, 
and 
any 
change 
was 
immediately reported to the 
physician. 
Patients with congestive 
heart failure were given diet 
information and taught how 
to 
care 
for 
themselves. 
Families were instructed and 
supervised in giving passive 
exercises to stroke patients 
and 
special techniques in 
assisting patients in moving 
about. 


The nurses often assisted 
with 
arrangements 
for 
necessary equipment, such as 
hospital 
beds, 
wheelchairs 
and 
walkers, 
for 
the 
h o m e b o u n d 
p a tie n t. 
Teaching was an important 
function of the nurse. Heart 
diseases 
and 
stroke 
are 
related to the individual’s 
way of life, and their toll 
could be reduced in some 
in stan ces 
by 
careful 
observance of guidelines of 
See No. H Page. 10.

Pro bably the last place we wo uld ex pect to find an 
edito rial dealing o n the matter o f natio nal so lv ency 
wo uld be in such a publicatio n as Christianity To day . 
But there is a mo ral issue, so here it is: 
The United States* public debt in 19 20 after Wo rld 
War I was $24 billio n. By 19 30 it had been reduced to 
$16 billio n. A decade later, as a direct result o f the 
great depressio n and Franklin Ro o sev elt’s spending 
po licies, the natio nal debt ro se to almo st $43 billio n. 
By 19 50, fo llo wing Wo rld War II, the debt increased to 
$257 billio n, and it co ntinued to rise fo r twenty - three 
y ears to $458 billio n. No w it appears that the deficit 
fo r the current y ear will be $20 billio n. 
The United States has a “ pay as y o u go ” po licy fo r 
the tax pay ers but a “ spend no w - pay later” po licy fo r 
the federal go v ernment. Right no w the Co ngress is 
co nsidering legislatio n that wo uld pro v ide life - lo ng 
medical benefits fo r all citizens. Certainly we need to 
be co ncerned abo ut the sky ro cketing co sts o f medical 
care, and we o ught so meho w to assist perso ns who are 
inadquately serv ed by ex isting pro grams. But in v iew 
o f o ur huge deficit, we sho uld do this o nly after 
careful scrutiny . 
As with Sweden, fo r ex ample, there is a limit to 
ho w much natio nal debt ev en a wealthy co untry can 
affo rd, fo r no natio n can pro v ide all o f the serv ices its 
citizens want witho ut go ing bankrupt. Also , the 
welfare state saps indiv idual initiativ e, increases the 
size and co st o f sustaining bureaucracy , reduces the 
citizenry to dependence o n the largesse o f the state, 
and at least assures so me fo rm o f to talitarian co ntro l 
that spells the death o f demo cracy . The o ld cliche is 
still true: ev ery thing co sts so mething. And men and 
natio ns go bro ke and deserv e to go bro ke when they 
try to co nsume mo re than they can pro duce and pay 
fo r.

is harder to come by than a 
good bird dog or a good 
retriever. 
Ol’ Spider is such a dog.

Hughey who retired in 1964 
after 40 years as a teacher in 
Wayne County. “ I retired to 
my

Ten years later, Hughey 
and Spiker still are hunting 
which is not unusual for a 
squirrel hunter -- but Hughey 
has kept meticulous records 
of his success over the years.

Hughey kept records of 
the number of squirrels treed 
and the number bagged. In 
1966, he and his dog treed

averaged 3.48 squirrels per 
trip bagged and 7.12 treed. 
In 1966, he and his dog treed

“I made five perfect trips 
in 10 years,” he says.

Over the couse of the 10 
years, Hughey went to the 
woods 
269 
times, 
treed 
1,642 squirrels and bagged 
792 of them. The squirrels 
became table fare.

Spastic esophagus 
comes from cramp 


Eagleton questions commissioner 


about Medicare processing delays 


24-inch handlebar wins 
mustache competition 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - At 
times you have mentioned 
spastic esophagus (spasm of 
the esophagus) when dealing 
with such subjects as ulcers 
and spastic colons. Could you 
discuss this problem more 
directly? I can t find anything 
about it in my medical dic­ 
tionary and I believe I have 
this problem. 
Explain something about 
symptoms and cause. Is it 
diagnosed by the usual upper 
G.I. series X-rays, or is some 
ty p e of sp e c ia l b a riu m 
swallow required? Are the 
d ru g s atro p in e and Pro- 
banthine effective in the 
treatment? In what percent­ 
age of these cases is it necess­ 
ary to sever the vagus nerve 
to obtain relief? 
DEAR READER - First, 
just for clarification, the 
esophagus is that long tube 
that connects the back of 
y o u r m o u t h wi t h y o u r 
stomach. It has a heavy mus­ 
cular layer in its wall. It can 
and does c o n tra c t in a 
rhythmic fashion when need 
be to help propel food to the 
stomach. 
The muscles in the wall of 
the esophagus can go into a 
spasm or muscle cramp. Like 
any muscle cramp, this can 
be quite painful. Since the 
esophagus is in the Center of 
the chest, just behind the 
heart, the cramp-like pain is 
usually in the center of the 
chest. 
A cramp-like pain in the 
center of the chest is also 
often a c h a ra c te ristic of 
heart pain. I think anyone 
who has such a pain must see 
a doctor immediately just in 
case the problem is from the 
heart and not the esophagus. 
The pain can be mild or 
severe, and it can last as long 
as the cramp lasts. I have 
s e e n y o u n g m e n w i t h 
eso p h ag eal pain of such 
severity that it brought tears 
to their eyes. 
It is hard to say what 
causes the cramp, just as it is 
difficult to explain a muscle 
cramp any place. We do know 
that cigarettes aggravate the 
problem. A hiatal hernia with 
part of the stomach herniated 
through the diaphragm can 
cause regurgitation of acid 
p e p s i n j u i c e f r o m t h e 
s t o m a c h into the lower 


What's the 


esophagus and cause such a 
r e a c t i o n . C o f f e e a n d 
beverages containing caf­ 
feine also a g g ra v a te the 
problem, and nervous tension 
can be a factor. 
Relief of the characteristic 
pain by atropine (usually 
given in the vein during a 
severe attack) or by Pro- 
banthine and similar drugs is 
good evidence of the prob­ 
lem. The absence of findings 
that would implicate the 
heart is also helpful. A persis­ 
tent pain of reaso n ab le 
severity caused by the heart 
will, in most instances, cause 
bl ood t e s t c h a n g e s or 
changes in the electrocar­ 
diogram. 
If you happen to have a 
spasm while an X-ray of the 
esophagus is being made 
with barium, you can see it. 
But if the spasm does not oc­ 
cur during the examination, 
there is no way the doctor 
can see it. It is like a cramp in 
the calf of the leg, in between 
cramps there may not be 
m u c h 
to 
s e e . 
M o s t 
radiologists prefer to use a 
thinner liquid to study the 
esophagus than is often used 
for the stomach. 
Once the diagnosis is estab­ 
lished, the best treatment is 
to avoid all tobacco and all 
caffeinated drinks (coffee, 
tea, colas, cocoa, and chocol­ 
ate). Don’t use alcohol. If 
there is an underlying hiatal 
_hernia, treatment for that is 
"indicated. 
For additional information 
on hiatal hernia you may 
want to get the booklet I have 
prepared for readers on that 
subject. Send 50 cents to me 
in care of this newspaper, 
P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Sta­ 
tion, New York, N.Y. 10019, 
and ask for the “Hiatal Her­ 
nia” booklet. 
If there is no hernia, Pro- 
bant hine or atropine-like 
medicines can be used to help 
prevent attacks.

S ur ge r y is not 
needed for uncomplicated 
esophageal spasm.

Probably the last place we would expect to find an 
editorial dealing on the matter of national solvency 
would be in such a publication as Christianity Today. 
But there is a moral issue, so here it is: 
The United States’ public debt in 1920 after World 
War I was $24 billion. By 1930 it had been reduced to 
$16 billion. A decade later, as a direct result of the 
great depression and Franklin Roosevelt’s spending 
policies, the national debt rose to almost $43 billion. 
By 1950, following World War II, the debt increased to 
$257 billion, and it continued to rise for twenty - three 
years to $458 billion. Now it appears that the deficit 
for the current year will be $20 billion. 
The United States has a “pay as you go” policy for 
the taxpayers but a “spend now — pay later” policy for 
the federal government. Right now 
the Congress is 
considering legislation that would provide life - long 
medical benefits for all citizens. Certainly we need to 
be concerned about the skyrocketing costs of medical 
care, and we ought somehow to assist persons who are 
inadquately served by existing programs. But in view 
of our huge deficit, we should do this only after 
careful scrutiny. 
As with Sweden, for example, there is a limit to 
how much national debt even a wealthy country can 
afford, for no nation can provide all of the services its 
citizens want without going bankrupt. Also, the 
welfare state saps individual initiative, increases the 
size and cost of sustaining bureaucracy, reduces the 
citizenry to dependence on the largesse of the state, 
and at least assures some form of totalitarian control 
that spells the death of democracy. The old cliche is 
still true: everything costs something. And men and 
nations go broke and deserve to go broke when they 
try to consume more than they can produce and pay 
for.

program, inmates are released 
for short periods, usually five

rhythmic fashion when need 
be to help propel food to the 
stomach. 
The muscles in the wall of 
the esophagus can go into a 
spasm or muscle cramp. Like 
any muscle cramp, this can 
be quite painful. Since the 
esophagus is in the Center of 
the chest, just behind the 
heart, the cramp-like pain is 
usually in 
chest. 
A cramp-like pain in the 
center of the chest is also 
often a c h a r a c t e r i s t i c of 
heart pain. I think anyone 
w ho has such a pain must see 
a doctor immediately just in 
case the problem is from the 
heart and not the esophagus. 
The pain can be mild or 
severe, and it can last as long 
as the cram p lasts. I have
